The rebels have been concentrating 


ia the vicinity of the reservoir. A 
patrol of company G, Second Oregon 
volunteers, was taken in ambush. Two 
men. were wounded, but the Oregonians 
held their ground under "heavy fire 
until the remainder of the company, 
assisted by two companies of the First 
Nebraska regiment, flanked the enemy, 
killing 30 and wounding several more. 


The Spanish commissioners who are 


endeavoring to secure the release of 
the Spanish prisoners in the hands of 
Aguinaldo, have returned to Malolos 
to offer ?2,000,000 for their release. As 
Aguinaldo has been demanding ?7,000,-
